Our  Own  Root  Roses 


The}^  are  shapely  and  symmetrical  and 
are  Peerless  never  run  to  wild  roses.  The  principal 
stock  used  for  budding  is  Manetti ;  this 
stock  generalh^  suckers  quite  badl}^,  and  its  nature  is  to  go  dor- 
mant or  partially  so,  during  the  winter ;  therefore  it  impairs  the 
blooming  quality  of  constantly  flowering  sorts  and  is  undesirable. 
In  handling  budded  plants  the  wood  is  apt  to  be  broken  off  at 
the  bud,  which  renders  the  plant  worthless  ;  in  sections  where 
it  gets  cold,  plants  of  tender  sorts  sometimes  freeze  to  the 
ground  ;  a  budded  plant  is  therefore  worthless,  but  not  so  with 
an  own  root  one.  With  the  amateur  grower  who  does  not  under- 
stand the  care  of  a  budded  plant  he  will  naturally  allow  it  to 
sucker ;  this  will  shortl}^  run  out  or  kill  the  variety  budded  in 
and  he  shortly  possesses  nothing  but  a  wild  rose. 

We  ship  to  nearl}^  every  state  in  the  Union,  and  have  no 
difEcult}^  in  laying  plants  down  at  the  Atlantic  coast  in  perfect 
condition.  We  have  a  special  way  of  light  packing  for  express 
shipments  (without  boxing)  and  can  reach  most  distant  points 
by  this  method  of  shipping  in  the  same  length  of  time  mail 
would  be  in  transit. 

Time  of  Sliipping-, 

We  can  ship  any  time  between  December  and  April  first ; 
we  cannot  book  orders  for  shipment  earlier  than  December. 
Orders  are  booked  in  rotation  as  received;  an  order  once  booked 
and  accepted  is  positively  not  subject  to  countermand  under  any 
circumstances,  and  all  orders  forwarded  must  be  with  this  under- 
standing, as  stock  will  have  been  reserved  for  each  order  as  it  is 
accepted.  We  make  no  charge  for  packing  or  for  delivery  to 
forwarding  companies.  All  quotations  are  on  a  basis  of  f.o.b. 
this  cit}^  All  shipments  by  freight  are  released  at  a  valuation 
of  $5.00  per  cwt.  unless  otherwise  instructed  by  buyer.  Express 
shipments  are  forwarded  at  20  per  cent,  discount  from  merchan- 
dise rate,  and  do  not  have  to  be  prepaid. 

Xerms. 

As  heretofore,  all  sales  and  quotations  are  made  on  a  stricth^ 
cash  basis,  regardless  of  the  responsibility  of  a  customer.  We 
make  low  prices,  guarantee  full  count  and  render  the  best  service 
in  every  wa}^,  as  we  do  not  have  to  figure  on  au}^  losses  through 
bad  or  slow  accounts.  The  usual  terms  of  payment  will  appl}-, 
viz.:  Small  lots,  cash  with  order;  otherwise,  one-half  cash  with 
order  and  balance  payable  on  arrival  of  stock.  We  will  book 
orders  at  once  for  shipment  when  designated,  and  customers  of 
known  responsibilit}^  will  not  be  required  to  make  any  payment 
on  order  until  shipping  time.
